for New York, carrying 375 miles t of the 
cable which was origieully intended to be 
laid across Behrings Straits lo connect ibe 
American with the Russian lina of telegrapb. 
The clipper ship Nightingale ban sailed from 
San Ffunciaco for this port to take in 12.') 
miles of tho naino cable, landed from tho 
Ei^inonl eomo months ago, which will also be 
laken to Now York. Tbo Nigblingale has 
on board the ofTiccrs und crow fur tbo KgmoDt.

A Year's JasUce in England. 

The tSpUcitors' Journal, pnblislied at 
LondDDi^reports th^tr^7,849 persons were 
sentWtrial ln''l866"in*^Bnglancl, a ■small- 
er number than in either of tho fouryearg j 
immediately preceainf?. Of these persons 
4,572 were acquit led, 23 pronourced 
iusiine, 13, 9l5 sentenced either to penal 
servitude, or to connnooieut in prisons 
and rerorm/ttorles, 319^ . sentenced to be 
vrhipped' or punif)hcd in other unusual 
Tvaya, and 26. sentenced to be I'ung. The 
number acUinlly hnng was l2. 

Soveral prisons have censed to exist 
uuder the operation of tlie "Prison Act" 
of 1§65. The total number committed to 

froi»rW5 of 680 and frora 1864 of 2.945. 

Of the whole number 44.381 have been in 
prison before, and 3,759 have been previ- 
ouslv convicted more than ten times By 
far the the longest number of criininuls 
are bct>vef a the nges of 20 and SO, nnd a 
. Teryr.li|r^eiHiaml)er are more than 60 years 
of hge.' About 85 per cent, of the pris- 
oners cotnmilted could neither rend nor 
wrilo, nnd Ol [ler cent, could rend and 
write imperfectly, while 1 per cent. Imd 
received what llio reUirn calls superior 
instruction. More than 12 per cent, were 
Bkilled workmen, and about 40 per cent- 
were day labortrs. -During the year 
60,044 piinisliinonta' • took - place for 
offences committed in prison, being less 
by G23 limn l8G3. 

Tho cost of keeping prisoners it in^ 
creasing. In llie twelvo months ending 
Mar^^l,^8^7i there were 9,417 per- 
eonsTH^orf'^ict prisons. Western Au8« 
tralia took 410, and none were sent to 
any other colony, but 1,793 were sot at 
liberty on tickets of leave la the previ- 
ous year 2, '253 convicts received tickets 
of leave.. The total cost of convict pris- 
ons was JS'^37,333 '-is., nnd . the average 
008t,^er|C0iivict.. £34 78, 4d., being a 
alight uicreaso in each item upon these of 
the previous yeiir. 

In lS66 1,2S7 persons were aeiit to re- 
formatories. iSeiirly 4S per cent, of 
those had been previously, more or less 
frequently, comniitted (o prison, while 52 
per cent, were sent to reformatories upon 
their first conviction. Hardly any of 
them could read or write. The trciisary 
paid 4E5l,735 for reformatory schools in 
the years ending the 29tl) of September, 
3866. -Industrial acliools cootaiiied at 
the commencemeat of that year 1,052 
Inmates ; 508 were committed during Uie 
year', abd 7,235 remained at the end of 
the year. The statistics of criminal iuna 
ties show that 1,178 of this class of pris- 
oners were under detention, of whom 423 
were at Broadmoor, the government 
asylona. It is b remarkable fact that out 
of thi£utit|iberTuiider, delention no fewer 
thai?'7a7hWero,Poonyict8; who became in- 
sane after trial. The average cost to tho 
Government of taking care of this class is 
jE38 4s. 7d. a head. 

These sLatemeuts are on the whole dis- 
eoaraging. They indicate an increase of 
crime arid increased ezpeusivencfis of the 
courts, llio police and the prisons.
